WOMEN AND DRESS. 


Modern Civil zation Has 
Doeone---What is Brilliant 
and Pictorial. | 


From Appleton’s Journal.) | 

Modern civilization has made it possi- 
ble for all women to display their love of 
dress and decoration. The confused and 
incongruous state of the art is to be at- 
tributed to the fact that it has been left 
wholly tothe feminine mind, whicb, 
abandoned to itself, is lawless and craves 
for excitement. Dress, as an art, never, 
anhtil our century, was wholly abandoned 
to one sex ; and it never has been more 
varied and ostentatious among wemen 
than now. It has lost gravity and sim- 
glcity of effect; it is full of license, of 
dazzie, of display ; it is sometimes ex- 
quisitely frivolous ; oftenest it stifles the 
week ty of our feeble women. 
The women of our cities are dressed like 

‘mente; they overload themeelves 
with meaningless trimmings; we have 
everything but the simple and unobtru- 
sive which charms us in pictures of 
Greek women, intbe women of the 
Freoch revolution, in women of the time 
of Washington, in the cotemporaries of 
Chateaubriand. 

The much abused classic painter David 
made a beautiful and simple costume 
fashionable in France. French women 
were never more exquisitely dressed than 
during his epoch. The mania for trim. 
mings, which is most violent among 
American women, is of itseif a sign of a 
corrupted taste—it does more than any 
other cause to retard the ascendancy of 
a pure and simple taste. Although wo- 
men unbivereally gifted with the 
artistic iustinct, they have a touch of 


folly, alove of change, which prevents 


them frem producing the finrest resulta 
of the artietic faculty. They have lapses, 
they are dependent ; they easily fall un- 
der the rule of arbitrary and dictating 
minds. An incurable frivolity, an un- 
conquerabie loye of attracting attention, 
has always made them facile agente to 
ate false taste, and render them 
lnesaeiieie to the charm of the models of 
uncetentatious epochs, of epochs truly 
giftea with be sentiment cf beauty. 
Drees acd ns no more receiv- 
ing the attention of the serious and res- 
trained minds of men, manifest the con- 
fusion and incongruity of the flighty and 
unrestrained mindsof women. The fem- 
inine mind is capable of originating a 
beasitiful fashion. It ig too receptive ; it 
ia too impressibie. It goes through the 
ages tod cing back a piece of patchwork. 
Women mic sod meddie and stimulate; 
they give to our streets and halle a vari. 
egated, flashing, exciting aspect, whieh 
at the best we may cali brilliant and pic- 
torial. They encourage artifice rather 
than art; they prefer crowded, ostenta- 
tious and novel things; for the artistic 
{neciact, free from the masculine mind, 
fe and aaoreasoving; it asks only 
for excitement. If women have made 
ao much eonfasion and ostentati>n in the 
domain of taste, left to themielves 
w ould they iacrease the harmony of, a 
develop justice in, legislation?

Application for a Mandamus. 


From the Knoxville Press and Herald, 3d.) 
The time of the Supreme Court was al- 
most exclusively taken upin hearing the 
petition of H. H: Ingersoli, b3q., of 
Greeneville, for a writ of mandamus to 
compel A. W. Howard, Judge of the 
Criminal Court of the First Judicial Cir- 
cuit, to restore petitioner to the privilege 
of practicing his profession as an attor- 
ney of said Court. 
etitioner recites that on the — day of 
August, 1864, he obtained from the Dis- 
trict Court of Ohio, license to practice 


law in the several Courts of that State ; 


that in November, 1865, he took up his 
residence in Greeneville, Tenn., where 
he still resides ; that under the provis- 
ions of the laws of the State of Tennes- 
see be was duly qualified and admitted 
to practice in the Circuit, Chaucery and 
Supreme Courts of Tenneesee, aud still 
is an attorney in said Courts; that upon 
the establishment of the Criminal Court 
of the First Circuit of Tennessee, he was 
also duly qualified and admitted to prac- 
tice as an attorney of that Court, aod

to enter a motion of regord, that he be 
allowed to practice without compliance 
with the rule, in order that the question 
might be presented to the Supreme 
Court, for prespming to do which peti- 
tioner was fined for contempt of Court 
apd ordered to his seat; tat petitioner 
then procured another attorney, not u4- 
der the ban, to make the same motion in 
his behalf, but the said Howard positively 
refused to entertain the motion, and 
threatened to fine the eaid Attorney for 
contemp', declaring that he would no: 
permit the correctness of the said rule to 
be called in question ; by reason of which 
arbitrary ruling of the said Howard, pe- 
titioner is debarred the privilege of dis- 
charging his duties to his client= as an 
attorney in eaid Court. He prays for an 
alternative writ requiring the said How- 
ard to show cause why petitioner should 
not ba restored to‘his rights and privi- 
leges in the premises, and, upon an uu- 
satisfactory returo, that the writ be made 
peremptory. 

The petition raises the very interest- 
ing question of the validity of the noto- 
rious ‘‘ Ka Klux law,” of which we have 
recently heard so much in our court- 
rooms—if, indeed, the law itself, adasit- 
ting its validity, gives any authority for 
the extraordinary rule proposed and en- 
forced by this fallow, Howard, Tie 
question was fully argued upon its mer- 
its, in behalf of petitioner, by Jao. Bax- 
ter and T. A. R. Neleon, E-qrs. of 
these gentlemen, in his usual happy and 
forcible manner, dissected the mon- 
strovg act, not neglecting, by any means, 
the mighty fellow of wondrous parts who 
has Sen ws to improve upou the law 
itself. 

The case was taken in charge by the 
Court, and when the decision is pro- 
nounced we shail have more to report 
concefning this very interesting subject. 


THE SENSATION. 


The Latest Thing---Gymnastics. 


The New York Worid gives the follow 
ing account of the jatest eeneation among 
the acrobatic fraternity : 

What bas been promised us as the 
Great Sensation of the Age (with large 
capitals) came off at the Tammany last 
bight iu the form of @ gymuastic per- 
formance unprecedented. Tne Gregory 
Brothers—three agile youths in ther 
teens, who had pleased the /Aabitues of 
Mr. Grover’s place of amusement by 
many daring feats —determined some 
three months ago to outrival all the 
elder champions of the world in some 
one thing. They hit upon the idea of 
having one of the trio turn a somersault 
in mid-air during his fight from the 
hands of one to the haade of another 
brother hanging heads downward from 
the two ends of l’echelle periliuse, a \ad- 
der trapez>. Although this would seem, 
at the first mention of it, to be a diffisult 
feat, the wonder is that the Hanlons 
never attempted it, for it is really no 
more difficult for the performer of the 
aomersauit than a somersault from one 
flying trapez3to another. The wrists of 
the gymoast, to which the performer. 
clings while swinging to gather the 
necessary impetus for his wcial leap and 
‘turn over,’’ are just as convenient to 
the latter (if he has confidence ia his 
support), as the bar of the first trap ze. 
Likewise the wrists of the gymuast, 
which he springs to and clutches after 
the somersault, are the same to him (if 
he has the same confidence that they 
will not fail him) as the bar of the sec- 
ond trapeze. The requisite thing is, of 
cou tbat the three persons engaged 
in thie skittish business shall be, aside 
from their skill, perfectly confident one 
in another. The theory of Locke, that 
certain sensibilities may be as good as 
paralyz?d or destroyed by the ignoring 
of them, is illustrated by the insensibil- 
ity to fear of broken bones or even death 
by certain veteran soldiers, hurdle riders, 
and athietes. These Gregory brothers 
who thrilled the town last evening, have 
cultivated that insensibility very eariy 
in life, and by the most systematic pro- 
cess, Since the idea of becoming the 
Three Fiying Men of the Air occurred to 
them, they have practiced the eomersau t 
act together over mattresses and nets at 
a distance above the ground, which was 
gradually increased, until like the very 
children who are suffered by their pa- 
rents to toddle along the verges of dizzy 
precipices in,the Alps, or like the work- 
men or lofty buildings, daily raised high- 
er above the pavement, forty feet from 
the from the stage or terra firma, became 
as no height at alltothem. It appeared 
a terribie beight to the audience, how- 
ever, who did not think of such process- 
es, but were assembled to witness the re- 
sult; and when the three lively young 
sters ascended to their perch, and their 
father stepped forward beneath them to 
announce that the somersault was to be 
performed. a cold chill curdied most 
everybody’s blood. The performance 
had been promised to take place over a 
net. The net was brought out on the 
stage accordingly. Catching sight of it, 
as the boys were about to swing, a map 
in the gallery cried: «‘ The net, the net.’’ 
Mr. Gregory, the elder, stepped to the 
footlights: * Ladies and gentlemen, there 
is no occasion for alarm—’’ ‘The net, 
the net. He’ll break his neck,’’ protest- 
ed a voice, and a storm of hisses and ap- 
plause rang through the auditorium. 
‘* Gentlemen, it insist—but my boys 
have perfect confidence in their powers, 
aud Il am certain of them—’’ At this 
jancture, while the father’s voice was 
nearly drowned in the tumu!t, a brave 
young voice rang out from aloft—from 
the trapez3: “No net, father; swing 
boys and do it!”

shali be made to appear that said oath 
was duly taken after the rendition of 
such services, or the person Ciaim- 
ing the same shall take with the ac- 
count the oath prescribed by the act of 
August, 1861, but in cases of death before 
the enectment of this bill such oath or af- 
firmation may be waived. 

Mr. Morton offered a resolution direct- 
ing the Secretary of the Senate to pay 
the Senators from the reconstructed 
States from the commencement of the 
second session of the fortieth Congress. 
Tabdied. 

The joint resolution to protect the in- 
terest of the United Statesin the Union 
Pacific Railroad was then taken up. The 
bill was dircussed till 4:30 p.m, when 
the S2nate took a recess till 7:30 p.m. 

At the evening sestion Mr. Kice called 
up tie bill to extend the time for the 
construction of ths Little Rock and 
Fort Smith Raiiroad, whica was passed. 

On the motion of Mr. Abbott the biii 
to remove the political disabilities from 
certain persors named thereia was 
taken up and passed. 

The consideration of the joint resolu. 
tion to protect the interest of the United 
Statesin the Uniou Pacific Raliroad was 
resumed, but without disposing of it, the 
Senate.adjourned.

FRIGHTFUL TRAGEDY. 


Att: mpted Mur 
and suicide, 


A Well Knewn Cliizen Kills his 
Rovummate, Aliempts the 
Lite of a Friend, and 

Commits Suteide. , 


A Mosi Shocking Affair. 


Atan esrly hour yesterday morning, @ 
travedy was evacted iu this city, which 
excels in horrors auything of the sort 
that evcr transpired in Memphis—a deed 
of madnees and blood, which made our 
whole city siand aghast, nad the detaiis 
of which were the almost sole topic of 
conversation among all classes of our 
population during the daybeing the 
mur«er of one old and well known citi- 
zen, the severe and protvably fatal 
wounding oi another, and the suicide cf 
the murderer—himself a man of tle 
highest staxding in the commuaity, and 
at one time oue of the wealthiest mer- 
chants of our cily. 

The circumstances of the melancholy 
aud tragic affair, as near as we hae 
been abie to giean them, are as follows: 

About a quarter to 7 o’clock yesterday 
mornivg the attention of the occupants 
of Front Row, in the neighborhood of 
the Bradley Block, was attracted by 
loud talking and «nnusual noises, pro- 
ceeding from rooms in the third story of 
that building, occupied by A. J. alt, 
Newberry Gibson and Geo. Nelson. 

The noise lasted several minutes, and 
even at that early hour induced a num- 
ber of persons, among them patrolmen 
Caamberiain acd Hood, to approach the 
building, which is compartively ieolated, 
tolearn the cause of the disturbance. 
As they peared the building they eaw a 
map in his netber garments, a red flan- 
pel ehirt and drawers, run down the 
stairs holding with his left his right band 
and arm, from which the blood was flow- 
ing most copiously. ‘Terror was marked 
on every line of bis couutenancs, and he 
exclaimed as ha saw the patrolmena that 
Jack Walt was tryiuvg to kill him. 
Aimost simultaneously they heard 
shvcuting and loud talzkiag from the Ad- 
ams street side of the buildiasg, and 
rusbed around there just in tims to see 
Mr. standing in the window, wid- 
ly gesticulating with his arms, and ex- 
ciaiming: ‘' Vain world good-bye.” 
‘* Vain world 1am going to leave you.”’ 
He was but half dressed, having on his 
shirt, pants and scecks, but no boots or 
coat. 

The officers in an instant appreciated 
the situsiion, and bounded up the steps 
to try aud save Walt if possible, but he 
was doomed. 

While they were ascending the steps, 
instead of piunging headlong to the pave- 
ment, a8 they supposed was his intention, 
he had seiz7d hold cf the window aill 


‘| and swung himself down the side of the 


house, holdivg first by one hand and 
then by the other. Asthey opened the 
door of the room, he loosened his hold 
aud fell to the pavement, sheer fifiy feet 
below, breaking his neck, and dying in 

the course of a faw moments. Tae offi- 
cers gut to the window in time to see him 
fail and strike the pavement. 

Dizzy and eick with horror, they turn 

to go to his aid, and a scene met their 
eyes which description. Lying 
ina Ledin the room, was the body of a 

man-with a huge gash in his temple, 

from which the blood and brains were 

oozing, and with anotber transversely 

acroes the forehead, splitting the ekull 
and taking the whole roof of the head 

almacst off the body. The body was ly- 
ing in a notural position, and ae the offi- 
cers reached the bedside, was still gasp- 
— died almost immediately after- 
ward. 

A crowd had gathered around the 
bxiy of the euicide below, and 

the alarm of ths murder soon 

epreed, and numbers of persons came up 
into the rocm, among them several who 
receogciged the murdered man as New- 

berry Gibson, the roomi-mate and bosom 

friend of Walt. - 

Pursuicg their investigations, the offi- 

cers went into the adj>icing room, occu- 

pied by Neison, aud from which he had 

escaped. Here they found, lying on the 
bed, a hatchet covered with blood, and 
marks of a struggle. 

Meanwhile Mr. Nelson had been cared 
for, placed under the isfiluence of chloro- 

form, and his wounds dressed. A Coro- 

ner’s jary was empaoneled, and a verdict 
in accordance with the above facts was 

recidered.. 

From Mr. Nelson’s statement it seems 
that Mr. Walt must have seized the 
hatchet (an ordinary sized one, yuite 

sharp, and used tosplit kindling wood), 

and first dealt the murderoge blows to 

his room-mate, who wag probably aeleep 

at the tims. Possessed then with the 

mania for blood, he went to Nelson’s 
room sud struck at him, Nelson wardirg 
off the blow from his head, but receiving 
it in bis band and arm. After striking 
Nelson the madman threw the hatchet 
on the bed, went to the window, and de-: 
etroyed himeecif a» 

Comment upon this awful tragedy is 
unnecessary. Mr. Walt was inzane— 

business troubles bavicg preyed upon 

wis miod until it gave way. He was a 

brother of Rufas and Marin Walt, and 
was at ove time one cf the wealthiest 

and foremost meresbgnts of 
loved #nd esteemed by every gne wiio 
knew hfm. 

Mr. Gibson was a man of some forty- 
five yeers of age. Some years ago he 
was with Mr. Titus in the cotton busi- 
ness. Of late he has been a sort of fac 
totum for Mr, Walt, with whom he wason 
terins of the closest intimacy aud friend- 
ship. Both bodies were taken to the 
residence of Mr. Rufus Walt, whence 
they will be buried to-day. 

Mr. Nelson was removed to the Wor- 
sham Houee, where, at a late hour iast 
night, he lay in @ very precarious situa- 
tion—baviug lost so much blood--tbhat 
bis recovery is very doubiful.

Oa Saturdsy last, a circular was issued 
by the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue relative to the notice to parties 
charged with failure, neglect,;*or refusal 
to make true returasg of gains, profits and 
incomes, which prescribes that, before 
assessing penalty in person for neglect or 
refusal to make such returns or render- 
iog a fraudulent one, the Assistant As- 
sessor charged with the duty of assessing 
taxes or gains, profi's, and ineome of 
the person charged, shall cause notice to 
be served on such persons fifteen days 
prior to the day ef having notified him 
to appesr and show cause why the pen- 
alties prescribed by law should not be as- 
sessed on him by reason of such neglect 
or refusal. When the return is to bs 
made by a guardian, trustee, executor or 
administrator, attorney, agent or partner 
of anon-recident alien, or by a person 
acting in any other fiduciary capacity, 
notice shall be served on him instead of 
his ward, changing the phraseology of 
the notice to be sent to suit the circum- 
stances of the case.

CRIMINAL 
The Pattison Case. 

There was guile & humeronpe attend- 
anes atthe courtroom yesterday morn- 
ing, and among the crowd some of our 
best citizens, to hear the concluding tes. 
timopy in this case which has been of 
such interest for the past ten 
or twelve days, 

The Court met at haif-past nine o’cloeck, 
and the prosecution introduced Dr. Dick- 
evs as rebutting teatimony. His evi- 
dence was as follows: 

Q. D:d you offer any compensation 
or money to George Washington to tes- 
tify in this case ?”’ 

A. “I did not, nor did I have any con- 
versation with Taylor Stacks about the 
case. The first intimation I had about 
Washington’s evidence was from Gus 
Williams. He told me that he knew a 
negro who went out with a double bar- 
reled shot gua to kill the old man (Dick- 
ens.) He said he lived on Puplar street, 
and that Taylor Stacks knew where he 
was living.”’ 

Q ‘ Was anything eaid about paying 
moaey 

A. “I did not say anything about 
money to Stacks,’’ 

Q. * Did you say to Satter White, in 
Cuva, that there was two thousand dol- 
jars at his disposal, if he could find out 
who did the shooting?”’ 

A. “IT had heard that two men left 
his house, and had gone toward ‘Thomas’ 
Landing, or rather down to the elbow. 
I supposed these men to be Inman and 
Morgan, who had dove the &iliing,- and 
I told him if he could arrest them it 
would be a thousand dollara each to him ”’ 

Q. ‘Did you tell him there was ‘wo 
thousand dollars at his disposal?” 

A. “I told him that he could get 
two thousand doliars as that was tho re- 
ward.’’ 

Q. ‘Did you say anything to him 
about getiing witnesses? ”’ 

A. “I told him if he .could find out 
who did the killing to doen” 

Q. ‘Did you tell Gus Williams that 
he could get money ?” 

A. ‘‘ told bim be could make a thou- 
ssud doilars each if be could arrest tbe 
men,’”? 

Q “Did you tel! him if he got evi- 
dence that brought Pattison into ibecase 
be could get a thousand dollare?’’ 

A. “I did pot tsll bim so... Last Fri- 
day evening, after two o’clock, it im like- 
ly that I was at McClelian’s on Front 
Row. I saw Wes Dougherty there. Col. 
Mack Ciark and two pegroes were there. 
We put out the lighte after Dougherty 
came in. You can have the names of 
the negroes if you want them ” 

Thomas Dickins sworn--Q, ‘State if 
ou offered money to any cue to testify 
a this case.’”’ 

A. **I did not.” 

Elsie Jones (colored) sworn—“'I live 
in Missiszippi. 1 camethere tive or six 
weeks to see my children. [I know 
George Washingtou, and knew him in 
Aberdeen. Since George Washington 
bas been sick, he has been stayi.g at 
my daughters, since he came frum the 
Poorhouse. His legs and feet were 
swelled, and. he coulu not walk well. He 
was pot out of the horse anywhere until 
they came after him Monday before Jast. 
I don’t know where they wanted to 
bring him. He walked then fur the first 
tims since he came back. He had 
not been out of the house up 
to then, from the time he came.’ 
Caroline Clopton (colored) sworn —*: I 
live on Exchange street extended. I 
have known George Washington from a 
child. He has been staying at my house 
some two wesks and obe or two days. 
He came there from the Poorbcu:e. His 
feet and legs were sweiled so that he 
could not walk. He staid at my house 
or seven mionths be’ore he went to 
the Poorhoure. He ieft my bouze with 
@ gentleman who came after him in a 
spring wagon, ‘his was on Monday a 
week ago. They came for him on Tues- 
day, and Friday ais», cama for 
him Mendey, Tueedsy and Friday. He 
had not left the house up to that time.” 
Malinda Bradley sworn.— had 
heard the abuve testimuny, aud cun- 
firmed it”? 

The counse! forthe State then an- 
nounced tbat they bad wished to have 
Capt. Garrett, the Deputy Sheriff, exa:mn- 
ined, but as he could not co 1e undera 
halfhour, on account of official duty, 
they did not wish to detain the Court, 
and so announced thatihey bad conclu- 
ded their testimony. The defense an- 
nounced tiat they had also closed. 

It was then agreed that ttie case shou!d 
be argued, Mr. Cnambers opening for the 
State.

There was a goodly number of country 
merchants in our city yesterday and in- 
dications would point to an early im- 
provement in the demand for spring 
goods. The dry goods market was 
especially active and staple articles for 
the warm weather now coming were 
taken in very fair amounts. The grocery 
market is only moderately active while 
meats are in statu quo. The present 
prices of cured meats will no doubt cause 
a very large demand for beef cattle 
throughout the spring months, and eo far 
as possible our planters will get along 


with as little of the former as they can. 


Few people have an intelligent idea of 
the cattle trade of the United States. 
Some interesting facts and figures on 
this queetion were recently submitted 
before the Social Science Association at 
Albany. It ie stated that the consump- 
tion of beef in France was 910,000 tons ; 
in England, 1,669,000 tonsa, and in the 


United States, 2,000,000 tons. of the 


principal sources of supply of cattle in 
the Eastern States and New York was 
Texas. When the war broke out, Texas 
had only 3,000,000 of cattle. There are 
now 12,000,000 head of cattle in tha‘ 
State. The total supposed value of 
cattle in the United States was $100 000, - 

000, and the total annual consumption 


amounted to 500,000,000 head. In New. 


York alone there was $32,000,000 worth 
of meat annually consumed, besides §3,- 
000 000 pounds of butter, valued at $33 - 
000,000; 72,000,000 pounds of cheese, 
valued at $14 000,000, a total of $55,009, - 
000. While such enormous consumption 
‘was going on with a regularity of supply 
that was marvelous, the articles of neces 
sity passed through the hands of many 
different traders. It was thought, 
therefore, that the interests of the com- 
munity imperatively demanded some 
legislation for the protection of the pub- 
lic. We do not see how or in what way 
legislation could accomplish any good, 
but perhaps it might. There are more 
things in political economy than are 
dreamt of in commercial philosophy.
